Ames, chief of staff on General Kent's 
staff, to conduct an investigat'on.

General 
Wheeler has toid hifn to get at the bot- 
tom of all the things which have been 
complained of. 
The subjects Gerieral 


Ames i$ to investigate are: Why the 
general condition of the camp is so poor: 
why the conditions exist; who is respon- 
sible; why troops Were sent to the camp 
before it was ready to receive them; 
why, 
since there' was but one railroad 


leading into tho camp, boats were not 
used to carry men and provisions from 
New York city; why needed medicine-; 
were not ordered, or, if they were or- 
dered, why they were~not distributed, 
why the hospitals are crowded; why 
transports were allowed to lio In the 
harbor without supplies and relief be- 
ing sent out to them. 


General Wheeler said, regarding the 


charges made by Secretary of War Al- 
ger, that the real condition of tbe camp 
had been suppressed during his Visit: 
"I do not believo that' General Alger 
made that statement. At any rate, it 
would be manifestly improper for me to 
reply to any criticisms made by ths sec- 
retary of \V&r through the public press." 


General Wheeler le apparently doing- 


all that oa« man can do to expurge tha 
horrors from the camp. Many of the 
regular army officers ara not only bull- 
headed but they are brutal, and persist 
in following ths cursed red tape of the 
government to tha bitter end. They will 
not abatfe a. jot in their prerogatives, 
eveh,,.,^j.t General Wheeler's suggestion. 
A thousand lives will probably depend 
upon the ac.tion of the government with

In vletv of the fever epidemic which 


Dr. Senh regards as inevitable, orders 
have been given to clean the camp. It 
will be impossible, however, to do away 
wlth the drainage in the cup-like swampg 
between thf various hills. The physi- 
cians throughout thfe camp are wonder- 
ing if the groveromftht will hold the troops 
here against all warnfngs.allowins'them 
to. die like sheep, without taking meas- 
ures to prevent such a state of things 
by breaking up the camp and sending 
the soldiers to the different army posts 
throughout tKfe \Veat. 


Much of the distress has been earned 


by the carelessness and culpable ignor- 
ance of th& odntract gur£eons. They or- 
der medicine and expect It delivered af- 
ter the fash'otx of thedepartment stores 
instead of ! 'nding after it themselves. 
The same si jie'of affairs prevails in re- 
gard to provisions. One of the cavalry 
companies had nothing to eat but hard- 
tack and tbffee. The commissary had 
ordered provisions, but had neglected 
to send for them. The delinquent officer 
was severely scored by General Wheeler. 


Dr. Nicholas Senn, assistant surgeon 


general of the United States and chief 
of the operating staff at Camp Wikoff, 
said that if tho troops are kept here in 
this camp another month they will all 
be dead or sick with typhoid fever. "I do 
not say this Without having: carefully 
considered the situation," he continued. 
"I have studied the camp and I have 
been in a position to know the condition 
of the men and to know what has becj; 
the trouble. In Justice to the camp, I 
want to say tlmt almost none of the 
sickness among thn soldiers up to the 
present time and none of thp deaths have 
been duo to the conditions which prevail 
her? or have fn tho past. Sickness ha,s 
boen almost entirely limited to fevers 
contracted in the smith, nnd tho death 
rnte would have been much more than 
now had '..IP men remained In the south 
ir.Hteacl of being brought herp. The 
change of climate lessened thp effects 
of the fevers', and Improved the condi- 
tion of thp men. As a consequence, thp 
only sickness which can be attributed 
to this camp Is dysentery, or lesser trou- 
u!> s, which m?j' hnve hppn caused by 
tho change of diet or water." 


There- is dissatisfaction in the camp 01' 


the rough riders. Thpy arp not satisfied 
with the terms o,f their muster out. They 
want to be treated as are the remainder 
of the volunteers. The present plan Is 
to muster them out as soon as possible 
anil without the usual furlough. They 
say they want to be treated like the 
others, and want to be given 60 days 
furlough at full pay, and then be mus-

The plants virtually 


last CO years, being equally long lived 
with tho cocoa palm, which produces 
nuts in six or seven years and there- 
after during tho space of an ordinary 
life, its yield being reckoned at 100 
nuts a year. The annual product of 
bananas is given as 200,000,000 and of 
cocoauuts 3,000,000. The entire range 
of tropical fruits is represented here, 
such as the guava, lime, orange, agua- 
cate, sapodilla and avocado pear, while 
all subtropic vegetables may be raised, 
including those of the south temperate 
zone, such, for instance, as are grown 
in Florida. 


The mineral kingdom has not-been 


BO exhaustively exploited as the vegeta- 
ble, but more than traces have been 
found of copper, coal and iron, as well 
as vast deposits of salt. The rivers at 
one time ran to the sea over beds of 
gulden sand, and from the streams to- 
day (as in tho neighboring island of 
tSanto Domingo, where the first Ameri- 
can gold was discovered) the natives 
wash out nuggets by the crude proc- 
esses of that distant clay when Aguoy- 
naba went prospering with his falso 
friend, Ponco de Loon. 


Thore are no native quadrupeds here 


larger than the agouti and the armadil- 
lo, but birds are relatively numerous, 
with a few of fine song and some of 
brilliant plumage. All domestic fowl 
do well here, and the groat pastures of 
tho northeast and southeast support vast 
herds of cattlq and horses, which suffice j 
not only for tlio needs of tho island, bat 
arc exported to all parts of the West 
Indies, being hold in high esteem. 


Thore aro no poisonous reptiles to be 


feai'od, but insects of questionable char- 
acter aro too numerous for comfort.

London, Aug. 31.—General "Woyler, ac- 


cording to a special dispatch from Madi- 


rid. has outlined his future policy. He 
proposes to be indepi nderit both of the 
government and of the opposition, "al- 
ways aiming to preserve the country 
and to recognize the army." He ex- 
presses the bolicl that the Cnrlists have

St Is represented that the general fs 


returning to politics In response to many 
appeals from Spain and abroad, and 
it is added tnat he will attend the ses- 
sions of the curies and expound his views 
as to the cause of tihe war disasters. 
The substance of General Weyler's dec- 
laration to the delegation of the Weyler 
club is as follows: The general intends 
to advocate a sweeping policy of re- 
habilitation of the government. He will 
refuse to aid in. temporary measures, 
and will propose a military dictatorship 
for the reorganization of the army and 
navy. Their honor, he remarked, has 
been, lost, as well as the Antilles, owing 
solely to military deficiencies. 


General Weyler -expressed the belief 


that the present cabinet will ba suc- 
ceeded by a military dictatorship or by 
a Silvila ministry. He added that he 
did not desire a change in the form of 
government, but he pointed out that the 
Carlists have an excellent organization. 
He urged Spain to abandon h.er attitude 
of international neutrality in order to 
be prepared to oppose Great Britain 
when the latter, desiring- to enlarge her 
sphere of action in Gibraltar, demands 
tho Sierra Carbonera, Melilla, or ad- 
jacent Spanish possessions. The ereneral 
deemed it better to lose the Philippine 
islands, the importance of which he did 
not appreciate, than, territory around 
Gibraltar. Jn conclusion, General 'Wey- 
ler deplored the loss of the Antilles for 
the sake of the Spaniards who resided 
in the islands and on account of the na- 
tional commerce. 


General Wryler, presiding last even- 


ing over the Weyler club, alluded to the 
"disasters Spain has suffered and must 
retrieve-." He complained that the press 
censorship would "prevent the fixing: of 
the responsibility, which politicians are 
trying to throw on the army and navy." 
and he promised that he would speak 
plainly and place himself forthwith "at 
the head of the people in their struggle 
for the salvation of the country,."

As these 
gnns aro covered by a large number of 
patents they axe very expensive, costing 
the government many thousands of d61- 
lars each. Fifteen men in relays are 
required to work them.

The "eastern 
question" has again 


made its appearance.' in diplomatic cir- 
cles with a dark and gloomy aspect for 
two of the most po\\ t-rtul nations of 
Europe. The dread war cloud is fjrm- 
'ng, and the w...r lords arj buckling on 
their swords. All this. too. over what 
=eems to he a trifling matter. The ques- 
tion has as yet not tak-n an imminent- 
ly dangerous turn, but the nations mnst 
interested are preparing to maintain 


l look serious, and a war between these 


p o w o i f u l nations seems eventually un- 
avoidable, as both are proud and neither 
is willing to give way (o the other. It 
is al.^o to be remembered that both are 
constantly "on the grab" and will take 
advantage of every point to acquire de- 
sirable places from a power .w hich is not 
in a pnsuion to resist. It was partly the 
inroads Russia has made into Clyna to 
the exclusion of the other powers that 


! have caused unfriendly relations between 


she did by'occupying several desirable 
ports. 
England 
already 
held 
some 


strong points in China and naturally 
aid not tuka kindly to the czar's step- 
ping in and monopolizing everything. 
Then under the protection of Russia 
Geirnany got m her fine work, and be- 
fore the world was aware of the fact 
she, too, had "occupied" some of the 
more important seaports. 
Up to this 


time England had acceded to every de- 
mand madi- by the powers, but when 
she wanted her subjects to enjoy some 
of the benefits of opening up a new 
country the Russian bear gtowled and 
was not willing to have any concessions 
granted to any but those whom she 
mig'nt select. This of course caused the 
relations between the two countries to 
become strained. 


Whatever else may be sa;d of Eng- 


land it has been her policy to open the 
doors of China to all nations; but. as 
she is looked upon as the lion, she nat- 
urally wanted the lion's share, though 
not in any sense to the exclusion of out- 
siders. Russia, to the contrary, wanted 
everything and meant to have it even 
if it had to be gained at the mouth of 
the cannon or the point of the bayonet. 
In China matters were comparatively 
easy for her, and she set about increas- 
ing: her strength in the east by keep- 


tion. 
Then, too, Russia has not for- 


gotten the stand taken by England 
when she wanted a footing in the Med- 
iterranean sea, which lost Russia the 
chance she had longed lor for so many 
years. 
In fact, Russia and England 


have not been on the best terms for a 
long time, and she has only waited for 
an opportunity to "get even." 


The objection to granting the con- 


cession to a British subject, it is said, 
| is really the least of Russia's grievances 


i against England, and while she has in 


I many ways tried to prevent the lion 
from gaining points of vantage and has 
made covert attempts to draw her into 
a quarrel she has not yet been able to 
do so. England stood the annoyances 
as long as it was possible, and when 
Russia took the stand of opposing the 
granting of any concessions to British 
subjects the government could tolerate 
it no longer, and Lord Salisbury in the 
house of lords and Mr. Balfour in the 
house of commons stated that they 
would permit no foreign interference 
with the policy mapped out for im- 
provements in China or with conces- 
sions justly granted to British subjects, 
and under no consideration would they 
allow them to be revoked. 


This was a direct"blow at the policy 


of Russia, which was to permit no con- 


wants to give way to the other. They 
are enemies, and both have made evry 
effort to maintain supremacy. If neither 
will yield, the matter will have to be 
settled by force of arms, and both coun- 
tries have always bsen ready to settle 
matters in that way. \Var between the 
two nations is therefore far from un- 
likely.

Both Russia and England can put 


large forces in the field. These are not 
only powerful as to numbeis, but are 
well disciplined and. are equipped with 
the most modern weapons, capable of 
great destruction. Their armies are con- 
sidered to be among the finest in Eu- 
rope, and should they be brought to- 
gether for the purpose of deciding the 
question of supremacy the peace of all 
Europe will be in the balance. Just what 
are the resources of these nations, so far 


! as their land forces are concerned, is not 


I known, but it is said that the armies 
| are about equal, and if needs be sev- 


eral million men could be put in the 
field by each power. It is conceded that 
the English are a superior race to the 
Russians and that the men who com- 
pose her standing army have the ad- 
vantage of practical military knowl- 
edge, as there are few of the English 
| regiments that have not seen service 
| in the field. This alone is a decided 
advantage to the English arms over 
those of Rvissia. 
Then, too, England 


can mobilize her forces much more 
quickly than Russia can, which is of 
course a strong point. 


On the sea England is supreme. She 


has nearly twice as many fighting ships 
of all types as has Russia. Not only 


j this, but the English vessels are capa- 


I ble of throwing several times as much 
' weight of solid shot and shell in a given 


I time as the ships of the czar. The fleets 
of both these nations are composed of 
some of the finest lighting vessels in 
the world, and while England is the 
"queen of. the seas" Russia would be 


friendly to the government or Its policy 
and are simply compelled to fight or 
suffer exile. The forces that England 
could put into the field would number 
about 4,000,000, and the.majority of them 
would be taken Jrorn the vrtenms and 
those on the reserve and volunteer reg- 
isters. Most of the men have seen serv- 
ice at one time or other, and th';j are 
well disciplined. A number of the na- 
tives of India would also be taken into 
the sei \jre. and 
\\hile they arc 'lot 


equal to the white soldiers of the --pgu- 
lar standing armv thi-y ,«re mor» than 
a m.itt h for some of the troops that 
would be called in by Russia from the 
frontier.

This list does not include auxiliaries 


or some of the older vessels that, while 
obsolete, could be used for harbor and 
coast defense purposes, of which, and 
especially the latter, both countries have 
many. Of auxiliary vessels Russia, has 
few, while England has more than 100, 
| all of which are modern ships, each ca- 
' pable of mounting a number of small 
guns. They are in the majority fast 
ocean liners similar in type to those 
used by the United States in her war 
with Spain and which proved that they 
were good either as transports or fight- 
ing vessels. 


Both nations are abundantly supplied 


with naval stations distributed through- 
out the world, and the coasts of each 
are well lortilied and protected. Should 
war be declared it would take Russia 
nearly six weeks to mobilize her forces, 
while those of England could be got to- 
gether in less than two weeks' time. 
This would give her a great advantage
